The founding and history of First Church 
include the fact that George Washington 
Carver was present at the first 
groundbreaking in May 1908 and that half 
the 1,000 members emigrated from 
Atlanta after the Armistice of World War 
I. 

Dr. Homer C. McEwen, pastor, believes, 
“that the uniqueness of our communion 
grows out of a faithful effort to preserve 
and apply to our existential dilemma the 
Puritan ideals of piety, industry, frugality, 
intellectualism and sacrificial compassion 
which the mission teachers and preachers 
lived and taught to the freed people in the 
devastated post-war South.” He adds, 
“The modest achievements of this 
communion during the last 100 years 
encourage us, a largely exodus people, to 
be pilgrims with Christ and all who walk 
with him, towards the land of promise 
which lies beyond Golgotha.”

The Good Word of a Conference Minister 


A greeting used by secretaries all over 
the country, but especially in the United 
Church Center, one hears “FTG’’ spoken 
with feeling and hope. Translated, it 
means “Friday, thank God!”’, meaning we 
have survived another week of pressure 
and toil and look forward to two days in 
another environment. 

June for me is like Friday. I am 
regularly wearier than usual this month, 
bearing the accumulated burdens of the 
year, counting the weeks and then days 
until time of vacation comes. Especially at 
this time I am aware of all who are 
wearier than I am for whom there is no 
vacation: mothers of young children 
whose days are full of unrelenting 
demands 365 days a year, the recently. 
bereaved who wake up each morning after 
fitful sleep to another day of loneliness, 
breadwinners who are working as hard as 
they can week after week and still coming 
out short of enough to pay their bills, the 
disabled and shut-in people whose 
inactivity can often be more tiring than 
ditch digging. 

It is at such times that the words of 
divine comfort spring out at one from the 
pages of the Bible: ‘“They that wait ‘upon 
the Lord shall renew their strength. . . 
Come unto me all ye that labor and are 
heavy laden and’I will give you rest.”

How Hear 
Without A Preacher? 


St. Paul rhetorically asked, ‘‘How are 
men to call upon him (Christ) in whom 
they have not believed? And how are they 
to hear without a preacher?” (Romans 
10:14). These words, of course, apply to us 
all, for we all need the preaching of the 
word if we are to believe and call upon our 
Lord. But the words carry a very special 
meaning to Native American members of 
the United Church of Christ. 

The U.C.C. Council for American Indian 
Ministry (CAIM) has identified the 
development of indigenous leadership as 
its number one priority. There are at 
present only three ordained American 
Indian pastors to serve our twenty-three 
Indian congregations! 

The 1976 Neighbors in Need all-church 
offering will, for the first time, support 
needs formerly met by the American 
Indian Sunday Offering. $150,000 of the 
NIN offering will go to varied ministries of 
CAIM including its new program of 
leadership development. Working ecume- 
nically with their counterparts from the 
Episcopal, Presbyterian, and Methodist 
churches, and with representatives from 
Cook Christian Training School, the 
Dakota Leadership Program, and United 
Theological Seminary, CAIM leaders have 
planned an innovative and creative 
program for training American Indian 
men and women for ministries to Indian 
communities and churches. Your generous 
gifts are needed to assure its success.

Of Alva Martin Kerr 


Rev. Alfred W. Hurst, Congregational 
minister, has written a book about the 
editor of The Herald of Gospel Liberty, 
reputed to be the oldest religious 
newspaper in the world. The Herald had 
continuous circulation from 1808 until 1931, 
when it was combined with The 
Congregational at the time of the union of 
the Congregational and Christian Church- 
es. 


“In some respects Alva Kerr was a 
remarkable person. He was stricken as a 
boy with an incurable bone disease, which 
robbed him of one leg and brought him 
under the surgeon’s knife time and again 
in a running fight to save the other leg. He 
walked with crutches most of his adult life 
and was compelled to remain in bed for 
long periods, many of his editorials being 
dictated from a hospital bed. He-evinced 
rare courage under handicaps that would 
have embittered the spirit and quenched 
the enthusiasm of most people. Despite a 
lifetime of chronic suffering he forged 
ahead to become one of the country’s 
outstanding religious editors.”

UCC Membership 


Exchange Program 
Begins 


Beginning May 1, 1976, a United Church 
of Christ family that moves will be 
contacted by a UCC church pastor within 
thirty days of arrival in its new 
neighborhood. This contact will result 
from a new experimental Membership 
Exchange Program. The plan will be 
initiated by the local pastor from whose 
parish the family has moved and will be 
set in motion by a standard information 
postcard sent by the pastor to the new 
conference office serving the family’s new 
community. It is estimated that up to 
20,000 UCC families move annually and 
could be benefitted by this program. 

The Membership Exchange Program 
was voted by the Council of Conference 
Executives at its annual meeting in 
January, upon recommendation by that 
body’s evangelism subcommittee. The 
Council of Conference Executives has 
provided the postcard to all conference 
offices. These, in turn, have supplied cards 
to congregations for use by pastors. An 
annual survey of results will be made, and 
final evaluation, prior to the 12th General 
Synod. A boost to the Identity issue, it also 
promotes cooperative effectiveness be- 
tween churches, conferences, and national 
agencies of the United Church of Christ.

23rd Psalm come to mind: ‘‘ . . green 
pastures . . still waters . . He restores my 
soul.”” : 

Sometimes we must learn the lesson our 
hearts know, how to keep going and going, 
snatching rest and renewal in little 
moments between beats. The very worst 
thing anybody whose soul is depleted can 
do is to spend all the little moments of the 
day in self pity and bitter resentment. 

Often the first step on the way to rest and 
renewal is gratitude. I once called 
regularly on a lady whose body was 
paralyzed on one side. One day I came to 
her room and found her smiling and 
singing. “I’ve been counting my 
blessings,” she said. Our weariness would 
be only half as heavy if we could get 
the habit of thinking how we are blessed. 
Keeping score on the unkindness of others 
is fruitless and destructive. 

Most of all, God’s love is the supreme 
renewer of the spirit. If we can let our 
minds rest two minutes an hour, and try to 


redeem our duties by turning them into\ 


labors of love, we'll find they get lighter 
and less wearisome.
